‘secures to her the rich profits of development in| 


the province of Shantung has been described and 
illuminated’ in yesterday’s remarkable dispatch 
from Henry Wales, one of THs TRIBUNE corre- 
spondents at Paris. This victory is but the nat- 
ural fruit of the astute and single minded state- 
craft of the Japanese government, which never 
allows its attention to be distracted or its purpose 
relaxed from the service of Japan. |

not have been bound in less decisive circumstances. 


Japan has pressed her advantages resolutely and | 


her Command of the situation in the far east seems 


now virtually unchallengeable. At the same time, |
